Here has happened near this place ſo ſtrange and fad an accident, that I think Ye 
like has been ſeldom known ; On Saturday lait about 10 of the Clock in the day, 
we heard much thunder which 15 miles from hence made many great breaches in a 
'/ountain, and {ach fpouts of water fell upon the places fo broken up, that the food 
trried the looſened earth with it to the bottom, and ſwelled a brook whict$ran 
there (and which comes into the River by this place) fo ſaddenly and high, twat it 
carried away all that ſtood before it; people who lived near the bank had not time to 
get out of their houſes, but with goods, houſes and all were fwept along with it and 
perithed, the bealis that fed near it were loſt, the very fiſh were ſtifled by the earth which 
thecurrent brought with it, great quantities of Salmon, of Trouts, Lampreys {which 7 
never ſaw here before) even the Eels that live in mud were choked and thrown dead ups 
an the ihore. AnCc 7 donot believe there is one fifh alive in the River from the Moun- 
tains to the Sea. My curiotity took me yelterday to the place where this new kind of 
cle!uge began, and truly 7 was amazcd to fee a mountain torn in above 1» {evera] P!aCces, 
ind all the low ground by the River for ro miles together cover'd with the Ruins, the 
Lorn-ficlds buried, and the people croking in the mud and earth for the bodies of their 
Friends and of their Catzle, 7 cannot yet learn exactly how many have periſhed, but 
by the accounts that arc given, there are loſt in {evera) places 50 Souls, and abundance 
of Cattle,

he fayes there fell alſo hailſtor:gg of a ſtrange fize and ſhape, ſome like pieces of Candles} 
ſome like great buttons with inarp points 5 within a tew miles of that place :8 perfor, 
were found drowned in one heap, and {cveral abont Newton-ftewart, but the miſchief i 
not y<t all known.
